Knowing the full particular set 
the coyote research study that 
Is presently being conducted, I 
find U necessary to comment on 
the front page story appearing 
Monday, March 3rd, concern- 
ing the study. 
The headlines, "Coyote Killing 


Deer Research Is Reported As 
Miserable Failure" are by no 
means the facts. It is unfor- 
tunate that the writer of this 
column didn't take the time to 
contact some of the people who 
are directly involved with the 
study. If he had, the headline- 
certainly wouldn't have read as 
it did. 
How did the study originate? 
It originated from the Board of 
Supervisors wanting to know the 
facts behind the belief that coy- 
otes play an important role in 
determining the size of the Te- 
hama County deer herds. With 
this in mind, they allocated 
$2,500 which would go towards 
collecting coyote stomach sam- 
ples, which in turn would in- 
dicate the extent that coyotes 
kill deer. However, when a com- 
mittee was formed and met, it 
was decided that for the study 
to be worthwhile, and to give 
the answers that the Supervis- 
ors wanted, research beyond 
collecting 
stomach 
samples 


would have to be conducted. 
At this point. The Dye Creek 
Field Station, a nonprofit re- 
search 
center, 
volunteered 


their facilities and research 
personnel to help conduct such 
a 
study. Following further 


meetings and discussion a study 


was Initiated and is presently 
being conducted. It involves four 
study areas: Two on the West 
side of the valley and two on 
the East side of the valley. 
The primary researcher be- 
sides being on the staff of the 
field station, is also a graduate 
student in ecology atChicoState 
College. The study will also be 
his Masters Thesis. So besides 
answering to the COUNTY Com- 
mittee, he will also have to 
prove to his graduate commit- 
tee that his findings are valid. 
In all, it is a study well plan- 
ned and thought out, and one 
that should be a real help in 
determining the impact that 
coyotes have on our Tehama 
County deer herds. 


Agencies and personnel

volved besides the Dye Creek 
Field Station include the Uni- 
versity of California Extension 
Service, The U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, CaliforniaDe- 
partment of Fish and Game and 
The Stanford Research Insti- 
tute.

Mass Resignation Of Coming's 
Seven Man Reserve Police Force

CORNING — The mass resig- 
nation of Coming's seven-man 
reserve police force became ef- 
fective late yesterday following 
a letter that was handed to po- 
lice commissioner Robert K. 
Fichter by Lt. Warren Russell. 


The action took no one by sur- 
prise since 
there had been 


rumblings among the reserve 
before and after the adoption of 
a new policy by the Corning City 
Council last week. 


The letter of resignation: 
"The Corning Police Reserve 


was established as a voluntary 
organization under Ordinance 
152, Annex 3 on Dec. 21, 1958, 
to assist the Corning Police De- 
partment. At the time this or- 
ganization was established a 
set of by-laws were drawn up. 
These by-laws were approved in 
1964 by the chief of police, 
Jerry Rowe. Copies of these 
were submitted to all regular 
officers at that time. 


"We have at no time abused 


these by-laws. Any reserve of- 
ficer being found to have abused 
them has received disciplinary 
action. 


"It has been said that we 
have no chain of command. Ac- 
cording to these by-laws the 
chain of command was set up 
as chief of police, captain of 
reserves, lieutenant of reser- 


ves and training sergeant of 
reserves. 


"During the time which we 


have been organized we have 
accomplished some beneficial 
things for the community. Such 
as (1) We have donated an ex- 
cess of 15,000 hours since 1962; 
(2) Sponsored a baseball team 
for four years-, (3) Purchased 
an emergency vehicle for civil 
defense; (4) Given up time from 
work to go to court when nec- 
essary; (5) Seven of our mem- 
bers have gone on to become 
regular police officers. 


"We have never operated as 


an automise group. The chief 
of police has always issued 
orders for everything we have 
done, such as work dances, 
parades and games. Because of 
certain incidents we feel we can 
no longer exist as a group. So 
we tender our resignations." 
With the letter a list of griev- 
ances was submitted. They are: 
"(1) Chief

his

On To 
Vital 
Linkup

(AP)— Expertly guiding their 
f r a g i l e lunar module, astro* 
nauts James A. McDivitt and 
Russell L. Schweickart today 
stalked the Apollo 9 command 
ship across the heavens, aiming 
for a linkup vital to U. S. 
moon-landing plans. 
They started the hazardous 
rendezvous mission at 7:40 a.m. 
EST when they disengaged the 
lunar module, or LEM, from 
Apollo 9 after a brief hangup 
when the docking mechanism 
didn't unlatch immediately. 
They flew more than 100 miles 
away and then begam the chase. 
They were to link up in mid- 
afternoon after a separation of 
nearly seven hours. 
Air Force Col. David R. Scott 
was left alone in the command 
module, ready to speed to the 
rescue if something went wrong 
with the LEM. 
The two vehicles maneuvered 
close by initially, because, for 
the first time, men were orbit- 
ing the earth in a ship that can't 
get them home. The LEM was 
built to operate in space and on 
the moon but cannot re-enter 
the earth's atmosphere. 


So it 
was 
mandatory that 


McDivitt and Schweickart re- 
turn to the command module to 
get home. 
After making certain all sys- 


tems were working, McDivitt 
and Schweickart. took off, fir- 
ing a series of jet bursts that 
placed them in a 156-mile high 
orbit, 10 miles above Scott's 
command module. 


At the higher altitude, the 
LEM took longer to make a cir- 
cuit of the earth and gradually 
fell behind, reaching maximum 
trailing distance of 113 miles 
about 11:37 a.m. 
Shortly before that, the two pi- 
lots fired the LEM descent 
engine — the one designed to 
land the craft on the moon — 
for the last time and then shed 
the lower half of the vehicle, 
including the spindly landing 
legs. 
This reduced the weight of the 
LEM from about 30,000 to 9,000 
pounds. 


At .the same time they briefly 
fired the ascent stage engine, 
the rocket designed to lift men 
off the moon. 


"The 
staging went okay," 


McDivitt reported. 
The resulting orbital path was 
10 miles below that of Scott and 
the LEM started tc catch up, 
flashing through space in hot 
pursuit of its quarry.

Mass Resignation Of Coming’s 
Seven Man Reserve Police Force

CORNING — The m ass re sig ­ 
nation of C om ing’s seven-m an 
reserv e police force becam e e f­ 
fective late yesterday following 
a letter that was handed to po­ 
lice com m issioner R obert K. 
F ichter by L t. W arren R ussell. 
The action took no one by s u r­ 
p rise 
since 
there had 
been 
rum blings among the reserv e 
before and after the adoption of 
a new policy by the Corning City 
Council last week. 


The letter of resignation: 
“ The Corning Police R eserve 
was established as a voluntary 
organization under Ordinance 
152, Annex 3 on Dec. 21, 1958, 
to assist the Corning Police De­ 
partm ent. At the tim e this o r­ 
ganization was established a 
set of by-law s w ere drawn up. 
These by-law s w ere approved in 
1964 by the chief of police, 
Je rry Rowe. Copies of these 
w ere subm itted to all regular 
officers at that tim e. 
“We have at no tim e abused 
these by-law s. Any reserv e of­ 
ficer being found to have abused 
them has received disciplinary 
action. 
“ It has been said that we 
have no chain of com mand. Ac­ 
cording to these by-law s the 
chain of command was set up 
as chief of police, captain of 
rese rv e s, lieutenant of re s e r­ 


ves and training sergeant of 
re se rv e s. 
“ During the tim e which we 
have been organized we have 
accom plished some beneficial 
things for the community. Such 
as (1) We have donated an ex ­ 
cess of 15,000 hours since 1962; 
(2) Sponsored a baseball team 
for four years; (3) Purchased 
an em ergency vehicle for civil 
defense; (4) Given up tim e from 
work to go to court when nec­ 
essary; (5) Seven of our m em ­ 
b ers have gone on to becom e 
regular police officers. 
“ We have never operated as 
an autom ise group. The chief 
of police has always issued 
orders for everything we have 
done, such as work dances, 
parades and gam es. Because of 


certain incidents we feel we can 
no longer exist as a group. So 
we tender our resignations.” 
With the letter a list of griev ­ 
ances was subm itted. They are: 
“ (1) Chief 
would not back us 
when a probationary rese rv e 
refused to; (a) comply with rules 
pertaining to operating and pa- 
troling a police vehicle during 
his 
probationaly 
period; (b) 
and in serving rese rv e hours 
at work in accordance to d e ­ 
partm ental rules dealing with 
such action by the chief him ­ 
self.

f r a g i l e lunar module, a s tr o ­ 
nauts Jam— A. McDtvttt and 
Russell L. Sctiwetckart today 
stalked the Apollo 9 com m and 
ahtp across the heavens, aim ing 
for a linkup vital to U. S. 
moon-landing plans. 
They sta rted 
the ha ¿ard a— 
rendezvous m ission at 7:40 a.m . 
EST when they disengaged the 
lunar m odule, o r LEM, from 
Apollo 9 afte r a brief hangup 
when the docking m echanism 
didn’t unlatch im m ediately. 
They flew m ore than 100 m iles 
away and then be gam the chase. 
They w ere to link ig> in m id ­ 
afternoon a fte r a separation of 
nearly seven hours. 
A ir F orce C ol. Davkl R. Scott 
was left alone in the com m and 
module, ready to speed to the 
rescue If som ething went w rong 
with the LEM . 
The two vehicles m aneuvered 
close by initially, because, for 
the first tim e , men w ere o rb it­ 
ing the e a rth in a ship that can ’t 
get them hom e. The LEM was 
built to o p erate in space and on 
the moon but cannot re -e n te r 
the ea rth ’s atm osphere. 
So tt 
w as 
m andatory that 
McDtvttt and Schwetckart r e ­ 
turn to the command module to 
get home. 
After making certain all s y s ­ 
tem s w ere working, M cDtvttt 
and Srhweickar* took off, f i r ­ 
ing a se rie s of jet b u rsts that 
placed them in a 156-m ile high 
orbit, 10 m iles above S cott’s 
command module. 
At the 
higher altitude, the 
LEM took longer to make a c i r ­ 
cuit of the earth and gradually 
fell behind, reaching maximum 
trailing distance of 113 m iles 
about 11:37 a.m . 
Shortly before that, th e tw o p i- 
lots fired the LEM descent 
engine — the one designed to 
land the craft on the moon — 
for the la st tim e and then shed 
the low er half of the vehicle, 
including the spindly landing 
legs. 
This reduced the weight of the 
LEM from about 30,000 to 9,000 
pounds. 
At the sam e tim e they briefly 
fired the ascent stage engine, 
the ro ck et designed to lift men 
off the moon. 
“ The 
staging 
went okay,” 
M cDivitt reported. 
The resulting orbital path was 
10 m iles below that of Scott and 
the LEM started tc catch up, 
flashing through space in hot 
pursuit of its quarry.

most of the jobs obtained by 
students were a result of their 
Work Experience. This is the 
program in which students work 
in various businesses in town 
for certain periods of the day 
under actual working conditions 
in addition to their academic 
studies. 


The success of this program, 


according to the speakers, in- 
dicates a need for more voca. 
tional learning which will be an 
asset to the student, not going 
on to college, when he applies 
for a job. Most of the courses 
are academically geared, but 
even the college bound students 
need to be skilled in a "back, 
up" job, for many of them have 
to work. 


Most of the courses offered 


now are vocational education 
rather than actual vocational 
training. An example of the lat- 
ter will be available during 
summer school when students 
will construct a garage, doing 
the foundation, carpentry work, 
wiring and other necessary la- 
bor. Murphy outlined other ten- 
tative plans for summer school 
which would apply textbook 
learning to actual field work, 
such as studying conservation 
and geology at the sites. 


Visits to other schools and 


studies of what has been done 
in vocational areas there have 
been made, Couse said. Imple- 
mentation of some of the ideas 
will be helped by the 1968 
Vocational Act, which provides 
Federal funds for new and ex- 
isting programs and encourages 
schools to embark on new pro- 
grams. One idea which the local 
school would like to incorporate 
is to take the required courses 
of history, math and English,

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Deserves Careful Study 


Half a dozen years ago It seemed that nearly everyone in the 


north part of the state favored the idea of impounding water on 
the Eel River in the vicinity of Covelo and bringing it through 
a tunnel into the Sacramento valley. A candidate for the state 
assembly made that one of his campaign issues, and hereabouts 
at least, didn't seem to get much argument. But recently there 
has been stronger and stronger opposition showing up, joined 
in the past few days by State Senator Randolph Collier of Yreka. 


Delegates to the Inter«County Chamber of Commerce of Northern 


California meeting in Red Bluff a couple of weeks ago discussed 
the matter, and though no vote on the matter was taken, sentiment 
seemed to be strong against it. And there has been increasing 
opposition to it voiced in the north coast area in recent months. 


With all that opposition, it would be foolish to ignore arguments 


of the plan. But it would be equally foolish to assume that just 
because there is opposition in a lot of quarters it doesn't have 
merit. And it might well be that just because there is increasing 
opposition, this is the time Tehama County residents and others 
in the Sacramento Valley should come forward in support of it. 
At least, it deserves careful study. Our best interests may be 
served by it. For one thing, it has been pointed out, it would be 
a recreation asset even if there is no pressing need for the 
water. 


The present plan envisages a giant dam which would inundate 


Round Valley, in which Covelo is situated, and that water would 
be brought through a tunnel — the proposed Grindstone Tunnel 
or an alternate route — into a big Paskenta-Newville reservoir. 
The Paskenta-Newville reservoir doesn't hinge entirely on the 
use of the Eel water. There are plans to channel water from this 
side of the mountains into it also. But the Eel water would add 
to its extent. 


There are two points of argument in regard to the Eel River 


proposal. One is whether the dam, to be called the Dos Rios Dam, 
should be built — whether Round Valley should be flooded. 
The other is that if the dam is built, should the water be brought 
into the Paskenta-Newville reservoir, or should it go south by way 
of Clear Lake. 


The State Department of Water Resources up to a year or so 


ago was in favor of both, and still solidly in favor of building the 
dam. But in the face of strong argument from Lake County and 
North Bay Area residents are taking another look at the Grind- 
stone Tunnel proposal. The department is withholding final 
judgement on that pending completion of additional studies. 


The whole stiuation, in all its aspects, should be thoroughly 


explored. The interests of this area as well as those of other 
sections involved, in addition to the engineering features should 
be considered.

every patient that it is im- 
possible to say with any de- 
gree of certainty how an ill- 
ness would fit into a time 
prophecy. 


It is impossible to know how 


long- a patient with serious 
heart disease or cancer will 
remain 
alive. 
Because 
too 


many strange and unaccount- 
able things happen in the life 
cycle of man, speculation is 
worthless. The doctor knows 
what a patient's condition is 
today and again what it is in 
a few days but cannot possibly 
be expected to be a divining 
oracle about the duration of 
illness. 


To make the demand of 


prophecy of a doctor is unfair 
because it places on him. a 
burden that eventually can 
disrupt a valuable relationship. 
The patient is really the first 
to know that he is feeling bet- 
ter and then relays it to his 
doctor. This is far more sensi- 
ble than the guesswork and 
disappointment of unscientific 
predictions.

WASHINGTON - A blistering 
Army memo has accused the 
State Department of allowing 
American civilians in Vietnam 
to get away with crimes that 
bring severe punishment to mil- 
itary offenders. 
"The laxity with which civilian 
o f f e n d e r s 
are 
treated," 


declares the confidential memo, 
"encourages 
profiteering 


scoundrels and shovel bums to 
come to Vietnam for whatever 
illgotten gains they can obtain, 
well knowing that the chances of 
being brought to justice are re- 
mote." 
Americans in mufti have been 
involved In more than 125 cases 
of currency manipulation alone. 
They have traded dollars for 
piasters on the black market, 
then converted the plasters back 
into dollars at the official ex- 
change rate, thus almost doubl- 
ing their money. This not only 
contributes to South Vietnam's 
economy - wrecking inflation, 
but the black market green- 
backs 
often 
wind 
up In Red 


China. 
Civilians have also been caught 
stealing 
government supplies 


and selling them on the black 
market. One civilian employe 
actually managed 
to peddle 


more than $150,000 worth of 
heavy equipment that belonged 
to the taxpayers. 


In almost every case, the 
American Embassy has pro- 
tected the civilians from prose- 
cution; yet servicemen involved 
in the same or similar cases 
were court-martialed. 


SOUTH VIETNAMESE JUSTICE 
The State Department has in- 
sisted upon turning civilian vio- 
lators over to the South Vietna- 
mese government, which has 
been reluctant to prosecute U.S. 
nationals. 


"We must recognize," notes 


the memo, "that Vietnamese ju- 
dicial officers rely on fines or 


forfeitures imposed in cases 
handled by their offices for a 
substantial portion of their In- 
come. If a case offers little 
or no opportunity of financial 
return, they evidence little In- 
terest In offenses committed 
by American civilians. 


"As a result of the situation 


outlined here, where the oppor- 
tunity for Illicit activity exists 
and the chances are excellent 
that it will go unpunished, it is 
not surprising that individuals 
with a proclivity for criminal 
conduct enter (Vietnam) and set 
up operations. The increasing 
number and seriousness of of- 
fenses committed by the Amer- 
ican civilian community in Viet- 
nam is such that we are unable 
to control offenders by admini- 
strative means." 
The Army memo, stamped 
"Confidential'' and signed by 
Col. Robert H. Ivey of the 
judge adovate's staff, calls 
upon the State Department to 
permit the armed forces todis- 
cipline civilian violators. 
"Because there is currently no 
such figure of authority In Viet- 
nam, as far as civilian contract- 
or employes are concerned, 
some members of this group ex- 
hibit a total disregard for the 
rule of law . . . . " the memo 
alleges. "It is urgently neces- 
sary for the United States to 
clean its own house as far as 
civilian contractor employe of- 
fenders 
are concerned. Our 


present failure to act effec- 
tively in this area is causing 
grave damage to our effort here 
in Vietnam, and to our national 
prestige generally." 
Note: Lester 
Wolff, a quiet 


Democratic Congressman from 
Great Neck, N. Y., was so in- 
censed 
over the leniency he 


found toward civilians during a 
visit to Vietnam last fall that he 
brought pressure upon the State 
Department to change its poli- 
cies. Bill Rogers, the new Sec- 
retary of State, is expected to do 
so. 
PENTAGON STRINGS 
Bald, brainy Mel Laird may be 
Secretary of Defense, but white- 
maned 
Mendel Rivers, the 


House Armed Services chair- 
man, 
pulls the real strings in- 


side the Pentagon. 


Another power inside the Pen- 


tagon Is Sen. Strom Thurmond, 
who doubles as a major general 
in the Army reserves and leads 
the Capitol Hill reserve unit 
on annual "inspection" trips to 
the vacation spots of Europe 
and Asia. 
Since both Rivers and Thur- 
mond are staunch sons of South 
Carolina, the defense contract- 
ors 
In their home state are 


among the best blessed In the 
entire 
m Hilary-Industrial 


complex. 
This was illustrated by the 
award last month of $9.4 mil- 
ion in contracts to J.P.Stevens, 
Burlington Industries and Dan 
River Mills, despite charges 
from Minnesota Sen. Walter 
Mondale that they were "the 
worst segregated firms in the 
nation." 
Under the law, government 
contracts aren't supposed to be 
given to firms that don't offer 
fair employment to workers of 
all races. But Under Secretary 
David Packard went ahead with 
the contracts without even both- 
er ing to notify the Labor De- 
partment, which is in charge 
of administering this law. 
Not until the contracts were 
already awarded did he inform 
Secretary 
of Labor 
George 


Shultz that he had accepted 
the vague verbal assurance of 
company 
officials that they 


would 
stop 
discrimination. 


Specific written 
agreements 


have been required in the past. 
The inside story is that Pack- 
ard had felt the heat from Riv- 
ers and Thurmond. The new 
Under Secretary's 
response 


was familiar; he genuflected 
toward 
Capitol Hill and gave 


the South Carolina mills what 
they wanted. 
When Mondale loudly object- 
ed, h« received a bristling pri- 
vate telegram from Rivers. 
"I 
continue to receive re- 


ports,'' wired Rivers, "that you 
are making vicious and slander- 
ous attacks against the textile 
industries of my state ... I 
will no longer sit Idly by and 
permit attacks to be made upon 
the textile industries and the 
people of the state of South 
Carolina." 


Clearly, Rivers is not ac- 
customed 
to Insubordination 


from a mere U. S. Senator.

in California if legislation in- 
troduced by Long Beach As- 
semblyman James A. Hayes be- 
comes law. There'll be "dis- 
solutions of marriage." And, 
according to the bill's author, 
they'll be less acrimonious and 
fairer to all parties concerned. 


One thing they won't be is 
easier. 
Under the Hayes measure 
there are thive grounds avail- 
able for receiving a dissolu- 
tion: incurable insanity, con- 
viction of a felony, and irrecon- 
cilable differences, which are 
defined as those grounds deter- 
mined by the court to be "sub- 
stantial reasons for not con- 
tinuing the marriage." 


Other sections of the bill 
would provide for equal divi- 
sion of community property, 
except when economic circum- 
stances require that one party 
should be favored, and alimony 
dependent upon financial ability, 
length of the marriage, and the 
ability of the supported spouse 
to engage in gainful employ- 
ment. 


Hayes feels that alimony has 
been used by the courts "as 
a means of punishing the spouse 
who is found to be at fault." 
His legislation would remove 
the punitive aspects from di- 
vorce and "eliminate the neces- 
sity for bitter testimony which 
has caused children to choose 
up sides and thereby suffer 
severe traumatic Injury." 
Divorce Is an unhappy In- 
stitution at best, and any- 
thing that can be done to re* 
move Inequities and protect in- 
jured parties should be given 
careful study.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)— The 


avowedly radical Students for 
a Democratic Society 
were 


warming up the crowd on the 
Stanford campus for a protest 
demonstration when, all of a 
sudden, their own techniques 
were turned against them. 


Organized heckling and boc- 


ing by sign-brandishing dissent 
ers disrupted the rally of the 
militant group. 


The SDS group had come face 


to face with the Young Ameri- 
cans for Freedom — and the 
SDS came off second best. 


The frustrated radicals gave 


up their plans for a march to 
close down the Stanford Re- 
search Institute and contented 
themselves with raising a coi*« 
pie of red and black flags. 


The Stanford Observer, pub» 


lished by the university, called 
the confrontation "the most 
dramatic show of conservative 
strength yet seen on campus." 


Other conservative students 


joined in the opposition to the 
activists, but it was the YAF 
which gave leadership in the 
Jan. 29 incident. 


The YAF is not new, but has 


been slow in emerging since 
its formation in 1960 at Sharon, 
Conn., home of William F. Buck- 
ley, 
conservative 
publisher- 


columnist. 


It has been learning how to 


recruit, to organize, raise mon- 
ey and, when desirable, shout 
and picket in the traditional pat. 
tern of campus militancy — all 
legally. 


Its officials claim it now has 


30,000 members on 500 college 
campuses, in high schools and 
community action groups. 


Its stated aims are to uphold 


the United States Constitution 
and to oppose "collectivism, so- 
cialism, statism and the other 
utoplanisms which have poi- 
soned the minds, weakened the 
wills and smothered the spirits 
of Americans for three decades 
and more." 


"The original stimulus," said 


Harvey Hukari, YAF president 
at Stanford, "was to do some- 
thing to counteract the liberal 
takeover of the Young Republi* 
cans in the East. 


"The conservatives had lost 


their voice in the Young Repub- 
licans." 


As outlined by Hukari, YAF's 


aims have been extended na- 
tionally to "further politically 
conservative principles through 
education, support of political 
candidates and involvement." 


And this has been carried out 


in a vigorous and apparently 
well-financed fashioned. 


The organization publishes 


The New Guard, a slick, highly 
professional national magazine; 
prints state newsletters such as 
the Creative Californian and 
employs a paid, full-time staff 
in offices across the country. 
It also distributes Rebels With 
a Cause, a history of YAF. 


In California, YAF spokes, 


men said more than 100,000 blue 
buttons were distributed at a 
cost of 3 cents each which show, 
ed that wearers "are against 
Nazilike leftists and for free- 
dom" on college campuses. 


More than a few were seen 


in offices at the state capitol 
in Sacramento. 


Other examples of "involve- 


ment:" 


— In Chattanooga, a YAF field 


representative 
told the local 


Junior Chamber of Commerce 
of his troup's views on the Viet- 
nam conflict. 


— In Brooklyn the YAF chap- 


ter 
o r g a n i z e d "House, 


wives United to Protect Food 
Supply," to resist a boycott 
of California table grapes. 


Among YAF's national advi- 


sory members are Sen. Barry 
Goldwater, R.Ariz.; Sen. John 
Tower, R-Tex.; Rep. LeslieAr« 
ends, R-m.; Gov. Reagan; actor 
John Wayne, Buckley and auth- 
or Jon Dos Passos. 


"We've got very few Demo- 


crats among our members," 
said Dennis Bogdan, president 
of the YAF at City College of 
San Francisco. 


"Yes, and we don't attract 


many minority 
group mem- 


bers," Bogdan added. "It's be- 
cause they're more liberally 
orientated and we don't appeal 
to them." 


Bogdan, who was giving a 


hand with paper work at YAF's 
San Francisco office, said he 
joined the organization while 
still in high school after read, 
ing YAF's manafesto — The 
Sharon Statement. 


He said that doubtless other 


YAF members were similarly 
affected 
by the 
statement, 


drawn up by Stan Evans, edi. 
tor of the Indianapolis News, 
at the 1960 meetingin Buckley's 
home. 


The statement, which covers 


the back cover of every copy 
of Rebel With a Cause, is to 
Bogdan an "affirmation of clas- 
sicsl conservatism." 


After calling for the nation's 


youth to "affirm certain eternal 
truths," the manafesto calls for 
division of political power as 
set forth by the Constitution, 
support of a market economy. 
Victory over Communism and 
a foreign policy which serves 
the "just interests of the United 
States."

California meeting in Hod Bluff n coiple of weeks ago discussed 
tho matter, and though no vote on the matter was taken, sentiment 
teemed to bo strong against it. And there has been increasing 
opposition to it voiced tn the north coast area m recent months. 
with all that opposition, It would he foolish to ignore arguments 
of the plan. But it would be equally foolish to assume that just 
because there it opposition in a lot of quarters tt doesn't have 
m erit. And it might well be that Just because there is increasing 
opposition, this tn the tinte Tehama Count)' residents and others 
In the Sacramento Valley should come forward in support of It, 
At least, tt deserves careful study. Our best interests may be 
served by it. For one thing, it has been pointed out, It would be 
a recreation asset even If there is no pressing need for the 
water. 
The present plan envisages a giant dam which would Inundate 
Bound Valley, In which Coveio la situated, and that water would 
be brought through a tunnel — the proposed Grindstone Tunnel 
or an alternate route — Into a Mg Paskenta*NewvUle reservoir. 
The Paskenta-Newville reservoir doesn't hinge entirely on the 
use of the Eel water. There are plans to channel water from this 
side of the mountains into It also. But the Eel water would add 
to Its extent. 
There are two points of argument in regard to the Eel River 
proposal. One la whather the dam, to be called the Dos Rios Dam, 
should be built — whether Round Valley should be flooded. 
The other la that If the dam Is built, should the water be brought 
Into the Paskenta*Newville reservoir, or should it go south by way 
of Clear Lake. 
The State Department of Water Resources up to a year or so 
ago was in favor of both, and still solidly in favor of building the 
dam. But in the face of strong argument from Lake County and 
North Bay Area residents are taking another look at the Grind, 
stone Tunnel proposal. The department la withholding final 
judgement on that pending completion of additional studies. 
The whole situation, In all Its aspects, should be thoroughly 
explored. The interests of this area as well as those of other 
sections involved, In addition to the engineering features should 
be considered,

•The laxity with which civilian 
o ffe n d e r • 
are treated,** 
declares the confidential memo, 
"o n c o u ra g o a 
profiteering 
scoundrels and shovel bums to 
come to Vietnam for whatever 
Ulgoiten gains they can Obtain, 
well knowing that the ctunees of 
being brought to Justice are re­ 
mota.*' 
Americana la mufti have been 
Involved In more than 135 cases 
of currency manipulation alone. 
They have traded dollars for 
plasters on the black market, 
then converted the plasters back 
into dollars at the official ex­ 
change rate, thus almost doubl­ 
ing their money. This not only 
contributes to South Vietnam's 
economy - wrecking Inflation, 
but the black market green­ 
backs often wind up in Red 
Chins. 
Civilians have also been caught 
stealing government supplies 
and selling them on the black 
market. One civilian employe 
actually managed 
to peddle 
more than $150,000 worth of 
heavy equipment that belonged 
to the taxpayers. 
In almost every case, the 
American Embassy has pro­ 
tected the civilians from prose­ 
cution; yet servicemen Involved 
in the same or sim ilar cases 
were court-martialed. 


SOUTH VIETNAMESE JUSTICE 
The State Department has In­ 
sisted upon turning civilian vio­ 
lators over to the South Vietna­ 
mese government, which has 
been reluctant toprosecute U.S. 
nationals. 
"We must recognize,” notes 
the memo, "that Vietnamese Ju­

"As a result of the situation 
outlined here, where the oppor­ 
tunity for Illicit activity exista 
and the chancos are excellent 
that tl will go unpunished, II la 
not surprising that individuáis 
with a proclivity for criminal 
conduct enter (Vietnam) and set 
up operations. The Increasing 
number and seriousness of of­ 
fenses committed by the Amer­ 
ican civilian community tn Viet • 
nnm la such that we are unnble 
to control offenders by admini­ 
strative moans.** 
The Army memo, stamped 
"Confidential" and signed by 
Col. Robert H. Ivey of the 
judge adovate's staff, calls 
upon the State Department to 
permit the armed forces to dis­ 
cipline civilian violators. 
"Because there la currently no 
such figure of authortly In Viet­ 
nam, as far as civilian contract - 
or employes are concerned, 
some members of this group ex­ 
hibit a total disregard for the 
rule of law • • • • * * the memo 
alleges. "It Is urgently neces­ 
sary for the United States to 
clean its own house as far aa 
civilian contractor employe of­ 
fenders are concerned. Our 
present failure to act effec­ 
tively In this area la causing 
grave damage to our effort here 
in Vietnam, and to our national 
prestige generally.'* 
Note: Lester Wolff, a quiet 
Democratic Congressman from 
Great Neck, N. Y., was so In­ 
censed over the leniency he 
found toward civilians during a 
visit to Vietnam last fall that he 
brought pressure upon the State 
Department to change its poli­ 
cies. Bill Rogers, the new Sec­ 
retary of State, Is expected todo 
so. 
PENTAGON STRINGS 
Bald, brainy Mel Laird may be 
Secretary of Defense, but white- 
m aned Mendel Rivers, the 
House Armed Services chair­ 
man, pulls the real strings in­ 
side the Pentagon. 
Another power inside the Pen­ 


tagon la fte , Strom Thurmond, 
who doMbtes as a major gnoeral 
In the Army reserve* and leada 
the ( apltol Hill reserve unit 
on annual "Inspection ' trips to 
the vacation apota of Europe 
and Aaia. 
Since both Rivera and Thur­ 
mond are staunch ton* of South 
Carotina, the defen*# contract­ 
or» in thsir home state are 
among tho heat Mossed In the 
•nttro 
m H ilary-Industrial 
complex. 
This was illustrated by the 
award last month of $9.4 mil­ 
lón In contracts to J. P. Stevens, 
Burlington Industries and Dan 
River Mills, despite chsrgea 
from Minnesota Son. Walter 
Moodale that they wore "the 
worst segregated firm s In the 
nation.** 
Under the law, government 
contracts aren't supposed to he 
given to firms that don't offer 
fair employment to workers of 
all races. Hut I ixl-r SOCrotM 
David Packard went ahead with 
the contracts without even both­ 
ering to notify the Labor De­ 
partment, which is In charge 
of administering this law. 
Not until the contracts were 
already awarded did he Inform 
Secretary of Labor George 
Shultz that he had accepted 
the vague verbal assurance of 
company 
officials that they 
would 
stop discrimination. 
Specific written 
agreements 
have been required in the past. 
The Inside story is that Pack - 
ard had felt the heat from Riv­ 
ers and Thurmond. The new 
Under Secretary’s 
response 
was familiar; he genuflected 
toward Capitol Hill and gave 
the South Carolina mills what 
they wanted. 
When Móndale loudly object­ 
ed, he received a bristling p ri­ 
vate telegram from Rivers. 
"I continue to receive re ­ 
ports," wired Rivers, "that you 
are making vicious and slander - 
ous attacks against the textile 
industries of my state . . . I 
will no longer sit idly by and 
permit attacks to be made upon 
the textile industries and the 
people of the state of South 
Carolina." 
Clearly, Rivers is not ac­ 
customed to Insubordination 
from a mere U. S. Senator.

Answers Your Problems,

Doctors Are Not Prophets

THE NEXT time you visit 
a doctor, notice how many of 
the questions you ask can only 
be answered by prophecy and 
the guesswork demanded of 
him. If he falls into the trap 
of saying “it will last ten days 
or six months” both the pa­ 
tient and the doctor are head­ 
ing for disap­ 
pointment. 
A physician 
learns over the 
years that cer- 
t a i n diseases 
can generally 
take about a 
certain length 
of time. There 
j are so many 
individual fac- 
t o r s in t h e 
m a k e up of 
every patient that it is im­ 
possible to say with any de­ 
gree of certainty how an ill­ 
ness would fit into a time 
prophecy. 
It is impossible to know’ how' 
long a patient with serious 
heart disease or cancer will 
remain alive. Because too 
many strange and unaccount­ 
able things happen in the life 
cycle of man, speculation is 
worthless. The doctor knows 
what a patient's condition is 
today and again what it is in 
a few days but cannot possibly 
be expected to be a divining 
oracle about the duration of 
illness. 
To make the demand of 
prophecy of a doctor is unfair 
because it places on him a 
burden that eventually can 
disrupt a valuable relationship. 
The patient is really the first 
to know that he is feeling bet­ 
ter and then relays it to his 
doctor. This is far more sensi­ 
ble than the guesswork and 
disappointment of unscientific 
predictions 


Red streaks that run up the 
arm or the legs indicate an in­ 
fection of the outer veins. This 
is known as phlebitis and is 
almost always traced to an in­ 
fected crack or break in the 
skin of the feet or the hands. 
Phlebitis is associated with 
tenderness and swelling and 
deserves immediate attention. 
Sometimes these red streaks 
may lead to a tender gland in 
the groin or one in the armpit. 
Treatment with wet dressings, 
rest and the antibiotics can 
almost always quickly control 
the extension of this condition 
and result in its cure. It is im­ 
perative that this be treated 
quickly and actively to avoid 
complications when the infec­ 
tion spreads into the deeper 
veins of the body. 
• * • 
Sudden episodes of profuse 
watery discharge from the 
nose are almost always due to 
an allergj’. Some people be­ 
lieve that the diagnosis of al- 
lergy is overdone. It is true 
that the allergy diagnosis has 
unfortunately been used as a 
temporary stopgap to explain 
“unexplainable 
symptoms.” 
The runny nose without any 
f e v e r is not “the constant 
cold” that people think they 
have. Fever is rarely present 
with allergy and is usually 
found in people with colds due 
to infection.

But It Won't 
Be Any Easier 
There'll be no more divorces 
In California if legislation in­ 
troduced by Long Beach A s­ 
semblyman James A. Hayes be­ 
comes law. There’ll be "dis­ 
solutions of marriage.*’ And, 
according to the bill*s author, 
they’ll be less acrimonious and 
fairer to all parties concerned. 
One thing they won*t be is 
easier. 
Under the Hayes measure 
there are thr^e grounds avail­ 
able for receiving a dissolu­ 
tion: incurable insanity, con­ 
viction of a felony, and irrecon­ 
cilable differences, which are 
defined as those grounds deter­ 
mined by the court to be "sub­ 
stantial reasons for not con­ 
tinuing the m arriage." 
Other sections of the bill 
would provide for equal divi­ 
sion of community property, 
except when economic circum­ 
stances require that one party 
should be favored, and alimony 
dependent upon financial ability, 
length of the marriage, and the 
ability of the supported spouse 
to engage in gainful employ­ 
ment. 
Hayes feels that alimony has 
been used by the courts "as 
a means of punishing the spouse 
who is found to be at fault.** 
His legislation would remove 
the punitive aspects from di­ 
vorce and "eliminate the neces­ 
sity tor bitter testimony which 
has caused children to choose 
up sides and thereby suffer 
severe traumatic Injury.*’ 
Divorce is an unhappy in­ 
stitution at best, and any­ 
thing that can be done to re­ 
move Inequities and protect in­ 
jured parties should be given 
careful study.

SAN FRANCISCO (AF)— The 
avowedly radical Students tor 
a Democratic Society were 
warming ig> the crowd on the 
Stanford campus for a protest 
demonstration when, all of a 
sudden, their own techniques 
were turned against them. 
Organized heckling and boo* 
tng by sign-brandishingdlssenU 
ers disrupted the rally of the 
militant group. 
The SDS group had come face 
to face with the Young AmerU 
cans for Freedom — and the 
SDS came off second best. 
The frustrated radicals gave 
up their plans for a march to 
close down the Stanford Re* 
search institute and contented 
themselves with raising a cou* 
pie of red and black flags. 
The Stanford Observer, pub* 
lished by the university, called 
the confrontation "the most 
dramatic show of conservative 
strength yet seen on campus.** 
Other conservative students 
joined in the opposition to the 
activists, but it was the YAF 
which gave leadership In the 
Jan. 29 incident. 
The YAF Is not new, but has 
been slow in emerging since 
Its formation in 1960 at Sharon, 
Conn., home of William F. Buck­ 
ley, conservative publisher* 
columnist. 
It has been learning how to 
recruit, to organize, raise mon* 
ey and, when desirable, shout 
and picket in the traditional pat* 
tern of campus militancy — all 
legally. 
Its officials claim it now has 
30,000 members on 500 college 
campuses, In high schools and 
community action groups. 
Its stated aims are to uphold 
the United States Constitution 
and to oppose "collectivism, so­ 
cialism, statism and the other 
utopianisms which have poi­ 
soned the minds, weakened the 
wills and smothered the spirits 
oí Americans for three decades 
and m ore." 
"The original stimulus," said 
Harvey Hukari, YAF president 
at Stanford, "was to do some­ 
thing to counteract the liberal 
takeover of the Young Republi­ 
cans in the East. 
"The conservatives had lost 
their voice in the Young Repub­ 
licans." 
As outlined by Hukari, YAF's 
aims have been extended na­ 
tionally to "further politically 
conservative principles through 
education, support of political 
candidates and involvement.’* 
And this has been carried out 
In a vigorous and apparently 
well-financed fashioned. 
The organization publishes 


The New Guard, a slick, highly 
professional national magazine; 
prints state newsletters such as 
the Creative Californian and 
employs a paid, full-time staff 
in offices across the country. 
It also distributes Rebels With 
a Cause, a history of YAF. 
In California, YAF spokes* 
men said more than 100,000blue 
buttons were distributed at a 
cost of 3 cents each which show* 
ed that wearers "are against 
Nazillke leftists and for free* 
dom** on college campuses. 
More than a few were seen 
in offices at the state capítol 
in Sacramento. 
Other examples of “ involve* 
ment:** 
— in Chattanooga, a YAF field 
representative told the local 
Junior Chamber of Commerce 
of his troup*s views on the Viet­ 
nam conflict. 
— In Brooklyn the YAF chap* 
ter o r g a n i z e d "House* 
wives United to Protect Food 
Supply,** to resist a boycott 
of California table grapes. 
Among YAF*s national advi* 
sory members are Sen. Barry 
Goldwater, R-Ariz.; Sen. John 
Tower, R-Tex.; Rep. Leslie Ar* 
ends, R-ni.; Gov. Reagan; actor 
John Wayne, Buckley and autfo 
or Jon Dos Passos. 
"We've got very few Demo­ 
crats among our members," 
said Dennis Bogdan, president 
of the YAF at City College of 
San Francisco. 
"Yes, and we don't attract 
many minority group mem­ 
bers,** Bogdan added. "It's be­ 
cause they*re more liberally 
orientated and we don't appeal 
to them." 
Bogdan, who was giving a 
hand with paper work at YAF’s 
San Francisco office, said he 
joined the organization while 
still in high school after read­ 
ing YAF’s manafesto — The 
Sharon Statement. 
He said that doubtless other 
YAF members were similarly 
affected by the statement, 
drawn up by Stan Evans, edi­ 
tor of the Indianapolis News, 
at the 1960 meeting in Buckley’s 
home. 
The statement, which covers 
the back cover of every copy 
of Rebel With a Cause, is to 
Bogdan an "affirmation of clas­ 
sical conservatism." 
After calling for the nation’s 
youth to "affirm certain eternal 
truths," the manafesto calls for 
division of political power as 
set forth by the Constitution, 
support of a market economy, 
Victory over Communism and 
a foreign policy which serves 
the "just interests of the United 
States."

He lived in Pharaoh's house, ha had the bast education, he 
was wall up In society, but Moees had to laam that no m atter how good or great or successful 
wa are, wa are a complete failure when wa try to do the Job in our own strength. 


God had a purpose for M oses, and to fulfill this purpose the Lord had to take Moaaa out In 
the wilderness and teach Moaas that he was nothing. For forty years God stripped Mosas of 
everything he had learned and lived in Egypt. Are we willing to let the Lord strip us of all the 
world and self and sin, that we may fulfill God’s purpose for our Uvea?

TALES 


Milt Coon of Red Bluff finally made it back from his trip through 


Oregon's steelhead country. He said he lost a trophy steelhead that 
took him downstream on the Kaskanine River in northern Oregon. 
When he reached an impassable high bank, he said he had to pull 
the monster upstream and try to gill the fish. At his first attempt 
to gill the fish he broke loose. He said it was fun anyway and it was 
the largest steelhead he had ever hooked. He estimated it to be 
about 15 pounds. He also said the best rivers now in Oregon to fish 
are the Winchuck, Lewis & Clark, and Kaskanine. Most of the other 
flows were too high or too late. 


With this spring weather sprouting out all over, our enthusiasm 


sparkles with the strong urge to fish. Oh the thought of a wiggle at 
the end of the line shivers metimbers.If the weather is nice may- 
be we can venture out to some likely looking reservoir and apply 
the finer art of outdoor living. 


Places to go fishing this week: 


* BLACK BUTTE RESERVOIR— For crappie, bass and catfish. 


LAKE OROVTLLE —For trout that are not too educated to what's 


going on. 


SHASTA LAKE — You name it. Mostly smallmouth and kamloops. 
WHISKEYTOWN—For educated trout and kokanee with a degree. 
SACRAMENTO RIVER —For spring salmon 
*LOCAL FARM PONDS — For bass, bluegills and crappie. 
(*Likely to be most productive and least expensive during these 


tax days.) 


With the new 1969 sport fishing regulations out, we would like 


to note a few items of interest to the local fishermen. First of all 
we note that the lower section of Hat Creek which is in reality, the 
Rising River and Hat Creek, or Hat Creek after the Rising River 
flows into it, has now a limit restriction of 2 trout. This is in 
effect from Lake Britton upstream to Baum Lake. 


Believe it or not the only creek in this area tributary to the 


Sacramento River where the take of salmon is permitted is Thomes 
Creek. Two salmon may be taken in that creek from Aug. 1 through 
Nov. 
15, and on other dates the general season would apply. 


Another interesting item in the regulations concerns the use of 


treble hooks or better termed multiple hooks. There are gear 
restrictions with vegards totreble hooks that may concern some of 
the local anglers. No hook with more than one point may be used 
in any designated salmon spawning area. Thus we note this is sec- 
tion 3.60-g of the fish and game code. Then we look under waters 
which are designated as salmon spawning areas and we find the 
following streams to be in that category; Antelope Creek, Battle 
Creek, Mill Creek, Cottonwood Creek, and almost all of the 
Sacramento River tributaries. I'll bet that will draw a lot of dust 
from the hardware fishermen. 


The trout season for 1969 has been extended this year. May 3 


to Nov. 15. That seems to be plenty of time to get out and tackle 
one of man's greatest sports. This year Dave Ross has promised 
me faithfully that he will paddle me around in his new canoe on 
some beautiful lake (not Veronica) while I cast a fly to some 
brook trout thriving in same. It seems my anticipation for trout 
on line becomes greater each year. 


With these thoughts in mind, let's go out and attempt to take 


fish by hook and line with line held in hand, or by hook and line with 
the line attached to a pole or rod which is held in the hand, or 
closely attended, in such a manner that the fish will voluntarily 
take the bait, lure, or fh in his mouth.

A major change in one part of the hunting regulations should 


bring some relief to all sportsmen. This is an adoption of a definite 
opening date for most of the hunting seasons. This change was 
submitted last year at the last commission meeting. After some 
discussion on this since that time, they have decided that it was a 
good operable regulation and have submitted it for adoption to start 
this year. If adopted the regulation should read; 


Deer . . . Earlj season; First Saturday in August. 


Late season: Saturday closest to Sept. 23. 


Bear . . . closest Saturday to Sept. 23. 
Pheasant 
Saturday before Thanksgiving. 


Quail and Chucker . . . Last Saturday in October. 
Rabbits . . . First Saturday in July. 
Tree Squirrels . . . First Saturday in August, early season. 


Late season; Saturday closest 
to Sept. 23. 


Special Mountain Quail . . . Closest Saturday to Sept. 23. 
This is one of the best regulation changes to date. Now there is 


no gamble when you select your days off or vacation. The only 
thing that may still effect 
selection of hunting vacation is not 


knowing when the season ends. This will be the next change in 
time to come. 


There is a proposal in the air on an adoption of extending this 


year's deer season to the end of Nov.! I am not positive who sub- 
mitted this but whoever it was must realize they could stir up 
a hornet's nest. We had a long, hard fight obtaining the extension 
to the first week in November. I thought this would satisfy every- 
one. I believe this proposal is unwarranted and should be scratch- 
ed before it leads Into lengthy arguments with the commission and 
we end up losing what we gained.

If the weather is nice may­ 
be we can venture out to some likely looking reservoir and apply 
the finer art of outdoor living.

* BLACK BUTTE RESERVOIR— For crappie, bass and catfish. 
LAKE OROVILLE —F or trout that are not too educated to what's 
going on. 
SHASTA LAKE —You name It. Mostly smallmouth and kamloops. 
WHISKEYTOWN—For educated trout and kokanee with a degree. 
SACRAMENTO RIVER —F o r spring salmon 
* LOCAL FARM PONDS — For bass, blue gills and crappie. 
(*Llkely to be most productive and least expensive during these 
tax days.) 


With the new 1969 sport fishing regulations out, we would like 
to note a few items of interest to the local fishermen. F irst of all 
we note that the lower section of Hat creek which is In reality, the 
Rising River and Hat Creek, or Hat Creek after the Rising River 
flows Into it, has now a lim it restriction of 2 trout. This Is in 
effect from Lake Britton upstream to Baum Lake. 
Believe it or not the only creek In this area tributary to the 
Sacramento River where the take of salmon is permitted Is Thornes 
Creek. Two salmon may be taken in that creek from Aug. 1 through 
Nov. 15, and on other dates the general season would apply. 
Another Interesting item in the regulations concerns the use of 
treble hooks or better term ed multiple hooks. There are gear 
restrictions with vegards totreble hooks that may concern some of 
the local anglers. No hook with more than one point may be used 
in any designated salmon spawning area. Thus we note this is sec­ 
tion 3.60-g of the fish and game code. Then we look under waters 
which are designated as salmon spawning areas and we find the 
following stream s to be in that category: Antelope Creek, Battle 
Creek, Mill Creek, Cottonwood Creek, and almost all of the 
Sacramento River tributaries. I’ll bet that will draw a lot of dust 
from the hardware fishermen. 
The trout season for 1969 has been extended this year. May 3 
to Nov. 15. That seem s to be plenty of time to get out and tackle 
one of man’s greatest sports. This year Dave Ross has promised 
me faithfully that he will paddle me around in his new canoe on 
some beautiful lake (not Veronica) while I cast a fly to some 
brook trout thriving in same. It seems my anticipation for trout 
on line becomes greater each year. 
With these thoughts in mind, let’s go out and attempt to take 
fish by hook and line with line held in hand, or by hook and line with 
the line attached to a pole or rod which is held in the hand, or 
closely attended, in such a manner that the fish will voluntarily 
take the bait, lure, or fly in his mouth.
